AMERICAN ELECTRICAL FIRMS | 
WILL EXHIBIT IN LONDON. 


Manufacturers to Be Represented at In- 
ternational Tramway and Railway 
. Exhibition, to Meet in July.

LONDON, April 24.—American manufac- 
turers of electrical apparatus and supplies 
for electric and steam railways this year will 
participate to a larger extent than héreto- 
fore in the international electric tramway 
and railway exhibition to be held. in the 
Royal Agricultural hall, London, July 3 to 
14. The establishment of these exhibitions 
was the direct outcome of the success of the 
annual exhibitions of the American Street 
Railway association. The two previous ex- 
hibitions have been uncommonly successful 
and the managers intimate that the coming 
one will be the best yet. 

Nearly all the American firms which par- 
ticipated in the last exhibition will take part 
this year, as well as several new ones. Two 
prominent exceptions, however, will be the 
British Westinghouse Manufacturing com- 
pany,. which invested $25,000 in. the enter- 
prise, and the British Thomson-Houston 


company, which expended §7,500 in its dis- | 


play. It is understood that the reason for 
the withdrawal of these two firms is the poor 
condition of the trade in thelr particular 
products. 

The British Thomson-Houston company is.

pany. It is stated that there is no under- 
standing between these two English com- 
panies similar to that in force between them 
in the United States.

But this kind of 
thing almost invariably results in disaster 
to the man who tries it; in the end he sadly 
departs with burned fingers and empty pock- 
ets, and soon mén forget the name and ex- 
ploits of the “ noted plunger.”

Whence comes the board of trade man? A 
popular idea of his evolution is that he starts 
out in life as a messenger boy at $4 a week 
in the big building at the foot of La Salle 
street and passes through the subseqtent 
graduations of blackboard boy, telegraph 
opetator, and clerk, to the important posi- 
tion of bull or bear. “ From Messenger Boy 


té Millionaire” would be @ catchy title for 


a@ sensational board of trade pipé story 
of the Aladin order that might have the 
effect of turning the mind of the American 
small boy from the gory pursuit of Indians 
and bandits to the glory of fighting for gold- 
en fortune In the grain and provision pits, 
And these are not mere scintillations of 
fancy, for there are some members of the 
Dboard who have risen from the position of 
messenger boys.
